There are many guesses on 
the subject but the fact remains 
that there seems little we can do to 
prevent our hair from turning gray 
But we can keep fading hair look 
ing alive and lustrous by pamper 
ing it daily with sensible care. 


Dry scalps, which usually accom 


pany fading "or graying hair, re 
spond willingly to oil. Lots of oil 
Oil soaks the night before a sham- 
poo, hot oil shampoos in a salon 
and an oil pomade rubbed on curl- 
ed ends after a setting. Also use an 
oil liquid shampoo—not a drying 
one. Between shampoos it is a gooc 
idea to rub on the scalp sparingly, 
a little lubricating ointment or a 
special tonic mixed for your par- 
ticular hair condition. At no time 
should your hair look oily, 
nor 


should it look dry and faded. 


Various Rinses 


Blondes or redheads may use a 


camomile rinse to get a sunny lus- 
tre. This is done by steeping one 
cupful of camomile flowers (pur- 
chased at a reputable drugstore) in 
a quart of boiling water. Strain the 
mixture and put it on the hair after 
a thorough shampoo and rinsing. 
Comb it through the hair evenly 
and let it remain until next wash- 
ing. 


A lemon rinse, as most of you 


know, is used to brighten and fluff 
light hair. The usual mixture is the 
juice of a large lemon in a quart of i 


warm water. This also is applied af- 
ter a thorough soap shampoo and 
several clear water rinsings. Allow 
it to remain on the hair a few min- 
utes and then rinse it off with clear 
warm water. 


B r u n e t t e s and mousey-haired 


women may use a vinegar rinse to 
soften the hair and give it a becom- 
ing sheen. Four tablespoons of 
vinegar in a quart of warm water 
run through the hair and then rins- 
ed off with fresh warm water, does 
the trick. 


Yellowed Gray Hair 


If your hair is light gray or near 


white, and if the ends are turning 
yellow, you may bleach it slightly 
by'adding a little hair-rinsing blu- 
ing to the last clear water rinse. 
There 
is also a tonic available 


which when used daily, gradually 
whitens hair- that has taken a Icjng 
time turning. It is available at most 
good cosmetic counters. Definitely 
larmless—in fact, it aids your scalp 
as it whitens the hair.

ica for any eventuality? 


The blame for helplessness cannot be 


put upon Mr. Roosevelt alone. He is only 
one of a great number of loose and lazy 
thinkers. The cause of our unprepared- 
ness may be explained in one example. 
When the CCC was established as a train- 
ing camp to give young men a more use- 
ful and wholesome outlook upon life a 
few public men and some periodicals, the

THE STUKAS AND THE BATTLESHIPS 


The fog that 
held 
sway over the 


English channel at Dunkirk was a help in 
getting the trapped army out of an impos- 
sible position but even in fair weather it 
was demonstrated that the dive-bombers 
cannot overcome a modern navy. 


The damage done by these German 


hawks of the air was not inconsiderable 
but it was far from sufficient to thwart 
a nation in transporting an army under the 
protection of a great navy. 


The British sent out destroyers to fight 


these Stukas. Destroyers are small, swift, 
comparatively cheap and therefore num- 
erous. 
They mount many anti-aircraft 


guns and they present a target difficult 
to hit. When they are lost their crew is 
not many and they may be handily re- 
placed. If we accept the English figures 
of the Stukas downed and the German 
figures of the 
destroyers 
bombed we 


should say the English got much the bet- 
ter of the battle after the boats left Dun- 
kirk. 


England cannot help but be heartened 


by the superiority of its navy over the 
German air forces even though the disas- 
ter of its venture into Flanders and the 
manner in which the German high com- 
mand outmaneuvered and outsmarted it 
cannot be belittled. 


England knows now that the Germans 


cannot successfully invade 
the 
island. 


Any such attempt will get the invader into 
even a more ghastly trap than the English 
army stumbled upon in Flanders.

Washington—Outside of Army and Navy cir- 


cles, a vague but persistent opilmism seems to 
pervade Washington that the allies will come 
out all right 


"France and Britain just cannot lose," is the 


typical remark of Washington dowagers. "I'm 
sure that at the last moment they will come 
through." 


But a careful study of the confidential war 


bulletins received by the army and navy give 
absolutely no grounds for such optimism. In 
fact, to use the bluntest language, it will take 
a military miracle to prevent an overwhelming 
GJerman victory, including the occupation of 
London. 


And unfortunately, miracles in modern war- 


!are occur on the side with the most tanks and 
airplanes. 


The fighting which took place in Flanders last 


week probably was the most desperate in the 
listory of the world, even bloodier than the 
Battles of the Marne and Verdun. Corpses were 
piled house high. The trapped French and Brit- 
sh made the Germans pay in floods of blood 
or every foot they advanced. They knew that 
most of them had no chance of escaping, but 
heir objective was to weaken the Germans, 
ive time to General Weygand to strengthen the 
efenses of Paris. 
The key to this war (and also to American 
efense) is to remember that khaki does not 
top machine-gun bullets, while tanks do. Also 
hat it is impossible to whip an enemy whose 
irplanes can spy out every move and blast that 
move even before it gets started.

ALLIED NEED DESPERATE 


However, the allies want to buy them for 


immediate use. When they asked Secretary 
Morgenthau about it he shoved the war de- 
partment order under their noses. This makes 
purchase impossible. 


The war department claims that this order 


was written in conformity with the Neutrality 
act, and was issued with the full knowledge of 
the president. However, high-powered Ameri- 
can lawyers hired by the allies to study every 
kink in the Neutrality act, can find nothing to 
bar such sales. The act of 1920 passed by con- 
gress permits the sale of surplus war depart- 
ment goods to anyone, and in 1933 Jimmy 
Roosevelt helped arrange for the sale of army 
supplies destined to the Bolivian government. 


Also, there doesn't seem to be much difference 


between diverting to the allies airplanes al- 
ready ordered by the army, and selling out-of- 
date shoulder rifles now in army storehouses. 
Chief difference is the pure legal technicality 
that in the case of the rifles, title has already 
passed to the United States government.

It shows the famous sea 
captain wearing a long robe and 
a good-sized beard. His left hand 
rests on a helmet such as knights 
used to wear, and this reminds us 
that he lived at a time when 
soldiers wore armor. 


If you study a map 
of Africa 


and the waters around it, you will

see that it is a "long jump" from 
the Cape Verde Islands to the 
southern end of the continent. 


Slowly the four sailing vessels 


worked toward their goal. T w o 
weeks passed, and still there was 
no sight of land. 
Then 
came 
a 


storm, and the sails of the flagship 
were badly damaged. Sailors set to 
work to repair them, but the task 
was hard and three days passed 
before they \vere again in good 
shape. 


Four 
weeks, 
five 
weeks, 
six 


weeks went by, and the Portu- 
guese remained 
on open ocean. 


Now and then a bird flew overhead. 
This gave a little comfort to the 
sailors, who thought that some of 
the birds 
"looked like herons." 


Since herons are not sea birds, it 
seemed they might be a sign of 
land, but the land was far, far 
away. 


For three, months. Vasco kept to 


his southward and southeastward 
course. Many of his men fell sick. 
and others died. There was talk of 
the sailors 
striking down their 


officers and taking charge of the 
ships. 


Then came the great day when 


land was seen. The Portuguese had 
been out Eight of any coast for a 
longer time than 
Columbus had 


been on his first Atlantic crossing. 


Soon the ships came to anchor, 


and everyone went ashore. They 
stepp'ed on the southwestern coast 
of Africa, at a place which they 
called the Bay of St. Helena. 


Vasco da Gama felt sure he was 


nesr the Cape of Storms, at the 
southern end of Africa. This cape 
had been reached only once before. 
The early name was a. good one. 
but it was changed to Cape of Good 
Hope.

ed support to them now. 


"We should give the allies war 


materials now as fast as we can to 
assure the defeat of the invaders," 
Haseltine demanded. "Whether the 
Allies can pay for them, now, later, 
or never, is immaterial if the Hit- 
lerian forces can be stopped." 


Protect Outposts 


He urged his listeners to pass 


these sentiments on to their sen- 
ators and representatives m Wash- 
ington. "We must look to the safety 
of our borders and see also that 
Germany, Italy, Russia or Japan do 
not obtain, by conquest or other- 
wise, not only bases in South and 
Central America but Greenland, 
Bermuda, Trinidad and Galapagos, 
to mention only a few vulnerable 
spots. 


"One of the greatest services you 


could do your country now is to 
tell your congressman and sena- 
tors plainly that spending for pork 
barrel river and harbor works, use- 
less power and reclamation proj- 
ects, 
farm 
subsidies and 'parity 


payments,' wasteful PWA schemes, 
and so forth, must stop, and that 
you are going to watch and see 
thet they vote to stop it. 


"If we are going to spend bil- 


lions for defense, we can't do it 
out of a bankrupt treasury and a 
taxed-to-death industry. 


"We must also prepare spiritual- 


ly and emotionally as well as ma- 
terially," he went on. "No nation 
can prepare for survival on a 40- 
hour week and an emphasis on the 
•more abundant life' against those 
nations whose slogan is discipline 
and self-effacement We have been 
pursuing false gods in this coun- 
try in our insistence that work is 
an evil. This is the softening and 
corrupting doctrine that spelled the 
doom of ancient Babylon, Greece 
and Rome, and unless we recognize 
this and realize that man must 
work and struggle and become 
strong and virile by overcoming 
obstacles and hardships, we shall 
go down in the end before the 
peoples who, voluntarily or other- 
wise, do make those sacrifices. 


Warnings Unheeded 


"Warnings of our military unpre- 


paredness and defense weaknesses 
have gone unheeded for years," he 
stated "while congress has been too 
concerned wilh social uplift, the 
standard of living, and maximum 
hours, and the building of political 
fences which these involve. I can- 
not but believe," he said, "that the 
president knew long ago that we 
ought to prepare, but did not dare 
to tell the true extent either to 
congress or direct to the people, 
because, first, he realized he proba- 
bly would not be believed and. 
second, 
such 
a statement would 


have ruined his political future." 


"The price of peace has gone up 


alarmingly the last year and the 
threat against which we fought 23 
years ago, what Germany stands 
for, has increased ten times more 
today.
